6- 
ReS'e ne pr&cipiatur an [ecus ? whether he command - 
ed that which was right or the contrary. ’Tis not un¬ 
like a Jefuited Major in the Militia had read this 
Rule of the Souldier Ignatius , or convers’d much 
with fome Fathers of the Society 3 when he profef- 
fed and C\vore } lftheKingJhould command him to wor- 
firip the Devil , be mujl obey him : but ’twas obferv’d, 
when the Dutch landed and fpit Bullets, this Gen¬ 
tlemans real obedience was in peeping at, rather than 
charging of the Enemie. It feems Jefuit-like , he

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ence as to fleep in a whole skin; when thofe who

§. 6 . The injunction fueceeding is to renew

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new their affent and confent once a moneth, and (as 
theyj not to preach,(o not to read a book, teach, or 
learn abroad, take Phyftck^, tall^ with or write to 
Grangers without their Superiors leave $ nor to put 
off the hat to any at the Table ([Item , the Quakers^ 
fave at their Superiors Nod. But embrace poverty 
chearfully (with mental refervation to get all the 
riches they can) (hake off all ftrong affeftions to Re- 
lations } keep their Superiors fecrets, and conjefs all 
their own unto him, &c. 

§.7. After a glance at the mod common and prin¬ 
cipal Rules to get a little clearer notice of this fub- 
tle conjlitution , we (hould call to mind the drift *Bni/Paui 
fubordtnation * of the Polity under the General and Hi.i 549 ,a «- 
stffijlants, who reign over all Provincials, Victors, ^ u,t ‘ 
Retfors of Colledges, Provojls of Houfes, their under 
Officers and Novices regulated in their feveral [fheres 
by efpecial Cannons after the motion of the fird 
moveable in the Papal firmament. But becaufe their 
Policy ( they account)is much fublimated^and advan¬ 
ced finc« the firjl injlttutiou , ’twill be more conve¬ 
nient to fugged fomewbat more particularly of that 
under the next divifton of this Difcourfe.

Pope Prf»/III.The next was the Ratification of it geruil'kidam 
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by the Epicurx^n Sodomite I ulius III. who put In 
nocentius de monte (the Boy heufed) into a fcarlet 
Gown, and made him a Lord with a Cardinals Cap. 
paullV . who told the Emperors Ambaflador that 
he was fuperiorto all Kings , and fuccefor to thofe 
who had dethroned Kings and Emperors * : And Pius 
IV. who was after found dead betwixt his two Con¬ 
cubines , contributed alfo to the corroboration of 
their Charter 3 which the Conventicle of Trent , by a 
Decree made yet more authenticity 

§.2. PanlV. who excommunicated Queen Eliz. 
though he was a furious maintainer of the Inquifiti - 
on, and a burner-of Perfons eyen for fleight fufyici¬ 
ons * of Herefie } did not fo well pleafe the proud 
Gentlemen of the Corporation, in that he Catalogu'd 
them with the Regular Mendicants (he lived not long 
after.) But ’tis obferv d, that the firfl five Topes in 
their time, as a recompence for their fervice to the 
RcmanCoHrt,beftow'd no Jefsthan 36 Bulls *or Char¬ 
ters of Priviledges upon them^and alfo not to 

be divulgecfSantfions referved in Arehivis , everyone 
confirming or enlarging another, and-yielding more 
ample graces and favors than the former. So that 
however at firfl they were confin’d to the number of 
60. yet as ill weeds under the influence of the Popes 
and Spaniards , they are frrangely increas’d and mul- 
ti[l/d in their firfl Century-, as we (hall (hortly fee 
from the Prodigious improvement of their Privi- 
ledges and Politicks.

§.3. Pope Gregory XIII. who after he had re¬ 
ceived tidings in the Confidory, of the Maffacres in 
France 1572. went to the Church that night to give 
thanks, made Bone-fires*, and exdatically gloried 
in the bloudy feats of thefe Emijfaries , having a 
Coin with his own Face on one fide, and an Angel on 
the other 3 with a Croft in one hand, and a Sword 
in the other with this Motto [ Hugonothorum Stra- 
ges] did empower the Society to have their Conferva- 
tors , Judges, Advocates *, and to correct, interpret,ex¬ 
punge ana burn what Books they pieafe : and in con¬ 
fidence of their mature judgments entruftedthemto 
delegate fome of their Society to be his Holinejfes Li¬ 
brary Keepers - 

§. 4. Being fed with this Holy Oil, we may eafiiji 
conceive the Ignatians fpread much 3 for ’tis faia^ 
*thatin 16 years time before Ignatius his death 15 56. 
XII. Provinces were eftablifhed, wherein were about 
100 CoUedgcs or Houfes of the Society 3 who could 
content themfelves at firjl to lay up the Corps of 
their Ccnditor in a mean Tomb * (where it reded 3 1. 
years ) till the year before the Sp inijh Armadowas 
prepared with Fire works to make way for burning 
of Heretical England'- then ’twas folemnly' tranfiated* 
to the fumptuous Church of the Jefuits Colledgc,

§.2. But not withftanding this, theythrive; in 
token whereof, 1626. theycaufed Ignatius Loiola’s 
Piffure * to be cut in Brafs, cloathed with his Religi- 
gious habit, asifheflept with feveral Bookj under 
his head, and this word obedientia in Capital Letters, 
"having a Scroll in his right hand with that of the 
rfal/xifi, Pfal. 52.8. Ego ficut Oliva fru&ifera in 
domo Dei , I am as a fruitful Vine in the houfie of Godj 
to (hew the meaning of a large olive-tree growing 
out of his fide, and fpreadingit felf in all Kingdoms 
and ^provinces of the world, where the Jefuits have 
any Col/edges and Seminaries , with the name of the 
*province at the fitoulder of each Branch } which hath 
as many leaves as they have Co Hedges and Reftdencies 
in that Province , in which leaves are the names of 
the Towns and Villages where thefe Colledges are fi- 
tuated,'to the number then of 777. (increafed to 
i - *; 5. more by 1640.) in all 932. as they publi(h’d in 
like PiUures and Pageants at Antwerp 1640. the hun - 
dreth year from their Infiitution.

§.3. The chief who Refides conftantly at Rome, 
and animates this great Jgnatian Body is the F. Gene - # 
neral* whofe Commands are Paramount to all the nJiiprcter*’' 
reft, who are (they fay) a fajf in his hand.For his quern nullum 
Council he is attended with a Seled number of other p nc ( cunt 
Fathers , who are for the mod part Rejtdent with LucMf j”. 
him, called Ajjifiants f or Adjutants-General (four c - 3 * 
of which areconftant Reftdentiaries with the Gene- 
ralof thePs. Cabal tor the four parts of the World) j*£PoHtfcki. 
thefe are diftinftly denominated from their feveral 
Charges relating to Italy•, Spain , France , An fir i a, 

England , &c. each of which by his office is to inform 
the F. General or his Secretary of all the occurren¬ 
ces of State in thofeProvinces or Countries whereof 
he is Ajfifiant,w hich he doth by his Correfpondents, 
wither delegated Emiflaries , Vifttors, Regents , or 
Refidentiary Provincials in divers Kingdoms and 
Common-wealths , under whom are ReUors of Col¬ 
ledges and Provofts of Houfes , all which have a de- 
Jpoticfi power over thofe in their refpe&ive Socie¬ 
ties, and are ftraitly enjoyn’d to write once every

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week to their Provincial , and once in three moneths 
to the General or Congregation of ^ ijfiflants , as the 
Itinerant preachers and projefting'TraveUers are alfo 
obliged to do : the Provincial once every week, at 
lead once a moneth to the General or Ajjijl ant jNhofe 
Refcription is at leaft once in two moneths, ufually 
oftner. 

§. 4. In thefe mutual Letters th e Secrets are writ¬ 
ten in Char afters and myftical terms, often tran¬ 
scrib'd to remedy interception, lofs, &c. and Tome

*ResulJef. filed*. Thefe Subordinate agents are in their feveral 
fcriicndi 3 JP^ eres perpetually fhuffling up and down to inform 
themfelves in the State , Quality, Nature , and incli¬ 
nations of Princes ■> taking advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities to advertife the Adjutants general , with 
whom they do refpectively correfpond, of all fuch 
accidents they have efpyed ; upon which difcovery 
the Adjutants or Ajfijtants that receive them,forth¬ 
with disburden themfelves to the F. General, who

§ .'ifi.^Secular Perfons of both Sexes,) oyn’d to the 
company by a Resignation of themfelves abfolutely 
to the condutt of the profejfed Fathers in blind and 
implicit obedience to what they dictate. Thefe ufu- 
ally are Gentlemen and Merchants , who immix them¬ 
felves in Court and City bufinefs, and(as they can)in- 
to Ofhces,Bargains, and Sales,or aftive Gentlewomen 
and rich Widows, who like a Plantation of the In - 
dies , bring in to the Society avail reveneueof Gold 
and Silver. There was indeed a notable upftart 
Congregation of jefuitejfes for fome little time, but 
thole Dames growing over malepert, were foon put 
down by the 2?#//of Pope VrbanVUl. whotocom- 
primize the difference in France *, when the jefuits * j Ko bRevii 
had erafed S German out of the Calendar , and fub- HiJ. Pontif. 
ftituted their S. Ignatitss , which incenfed others, 
decreed that if they could not fiand both together , 
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Ignatius fhould every Leap-year have the intercalar 
day to himfelf. 

§. 3. A (2d.) Sort is only of men, but checker'd as 
well with Priejls as the Laity both in a fecular way , 
f’Lucii Hifl. Hermophradites*, not yet tied to a Regular life, but 
by a Recommendation of the Patres ProfeJJi creep into 
Pennons, Abbies , Beni fees , being under a Vow to put 
on their Habit when theF .General Commands, and 
therefore are called Jefuits in voto, of which Dequoys, 
tamely feeding unfufpe&edly in the Courts znd Pal- 
laces of great Princes to impofe upon them , very 
much ufe is made for intelligence , efpecially when 
they fcrue themfelves in, as Preachers or Counfellors, 
Secretaries or under Secretaries of States yea,though 
but in meaner fervices, as Grooms, Butlers , Coach¬ 
men, and the like, in the houfes of Statesmen and emi¬ 
nent Citizens j thefe explorators or fpies, w ho fpee- 
dily communicate intelligence to their Superiors, for 
the difappointing and betraying of defigns when they 
areleaft fufpe&ed, the Jefuitical Monarchy makes 
much advantage of. ’Tis to be feared many of this 
fort are ftill in dilguife amongft us, as it feems a Pro - 
tejlant Perfon of Honor was.told at Rome about 1652.

experienc’d lngencer, who communicating fecretly 
with the aUive [pies, efpecially thofe in England, 
and amongft the Princes of Germany, knows where 
he may fucceflefully caft the fire-balls of conten¬ 
tion. 

§.2. To blow up flames and thereby to aggran - 
dizethe Majefiicl^Stateofthe Society, each princi~ 
pal Agent hath fome fecret Inftruffions, which ufu- 
ally have little alliance to the Printed (landing 
Rules. Forthefe Cabinet * arefuited to par¬ 

ticular Negotiations under a Privy Seal, and are as 
variable as the Itinerants Habits. Some of thefe re- 
ierved Advertifements were found amongft the Pa¬ 
pers of the Rettor at Paderborn* 1615. fincerendred 
out of Latine into Englilh about ten years ago, and 
annexed to the farther difco very of the. My fiery of 
Jefuit ifm * wherein they difcover how they are to 
ingratiate themfelves after a grant of a new founda¬ 
tion in any place, to infinuate into the favor of Prin¬ 
ces and Grandees, to diredl their preachers and Con - 
fejjors, to Cajol rich Widows into a veneration of 
the Society, andperfwade them to a ftngle life, and 
throngh a pious negleff of their friends, to fcatter 
their wealth to Religious ufes, according to the di¬ 
rection of the Society , to improve the revenues 
thereof, and makeajfteivof the fieverity of Difci- 
pline, to enfnare Boys of good wits, allowable beau¬ 
ty, a noble extra&ion, and fair Eftates,to manage re - 
ferved cafes dexteroufly, &c. 16 heads in all, which 
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in theclofethe grave Fathers are toimpart fparing- 
lyuntothofe under their Conduft, and then, as fen- 
timents of their own experience, againft which if 
any thing chance to be alledged, then a recourfe to 
the general Rules will falve the credit of the Society , 
and be a means to palliate that which paffeth for the 
advice of a private perfon, though under-hand they 
account it moftly to be obferved. 

§.3. Of the fame complexion were thofe 40 oc¬ 
cult lejfons* found in the Pocket of a Jefuitical 
Friejl at Harling in the Netherlands , to gain Profe - 
lytes by drawing fome of the great ones into their 
Nets^ allowing them to hear the Reformed preachy 
and to eat flefh any day at pleafure, fo they con¬ 
ceived by degrees to tempt the youth 3 for which 
purpofe Father Temple refided Incognito at Leiden , 
to flip into Gentlemens Houfes, and one while to 
inftnuate the Popif) and. Reformed Religion differed 
only in Ceremonials (as fcmetime in England Fran- 
ciferns , A Santta Clara , made an effay of reconcilia¬ 
tion, fuggefting that the 39 Articles of the Church of 
England were ambitious of a fenfetobe Orthodox , 
i. e. as he would make the world believe Popif) yet 
otherwhile the Papijls ought not to remit anything, 
or tolerate the Reformed , but the Reformed ought to 
grant liberty to the Papijls , who yet forfooth could 
not make peace with them unlefs they became- Pa- 
pijls j to tax the Do&rine of EleUion^ and annexed 
points,as the Arminians do,/, e. to plant the Sove -

7. The review of this pompous Intrade^ith a 
numerous retinue 60 years ago, did fo elevate Barri - 
fonius the Jefuit, that to Court a young Venetian 
Lord to an Admiration of the Ignatian Republic 4 , 
he writes high lines * of the excellent Regimen and 
perfection of the Order , which he would perfwade

§.4. Now to dir up people to take their coun- 
fels to ejeft their lawful Princes, they deliver,that 
people may refufe to pay tribute to Kings , as being 
unjufl^ according to a probable Opinion *, and that 
Subjells do not fmyvhen they refufe without any reafon 
alledg’d^to fubniit to a Law whereof there hath been a 
legal Proclamation by their Prince: and for Clergy¬ 
men they are notftbjeft to fecular Princes , neither are 
they oblig'd to any obedience to their Laws , though 
not any way contrary to the fate Eccleftafical. 
Whereupon they make nothing of it to vacate all 
Conditution. c ,Decrees, -and Covenants , how folemn 
foever betwixt Princes and people , efpecially upon 
pretence of Religion they are peremptory, Faith is 
not to be kept with Heretickj) particularly the Empe¬ 
ror is not oblig'd to makegood any Priviledges grant¬ 
ed to the Froteffants when he w<ts in fruits’* 3 and the 
fubjeUsof England (*as others in fuch circumdances, 
or when it pleafeth the Pope') are dijobliged front 
their Oath of Allegiance*. The famous Hidorian 
Thuan allures us3 They taught publicity both in the 
Pulpit and Prefix that Princes were not bound to kyep 
touch with Sectaries , alledgingjor Proof the Council of 
Constance 3 and if Oaths bind not, farewell Truft, 
which is certainly no more to be regarded, than is 
confident with the Ignatian intereft, for either 
they’l f wear by Equivocation which they account 
laudable*, however an Heathen f would condemn 
their fhift, faying, Fraus nondiffolvit fed difri.ngit 
perjurium , i. e.

Archbifhopof concerning the Flanders Jefuit under 
the Title of Philanax Anglus, Their very Jlile is a 
continual catting of FIRE BRANDS and FIRING 
of Granadoes to fcatter the c proteJiants in all the Parts 
of the world : for they call’d Qjeen Elizabeth Jeza¬ 
bel, and the Englifh-Wolf, the Eleftor of Saxony an 
Hog, tV. of Orange the Prince of Beggars, and thofe 
Princes who,though Papitts, do give the lea ft indul¬ 
gence to Protettants, they ca\\ half Catholicks and 
Politicians, indeiifion , nayworfe, as Henry 4 th. of 
France,a %enegado Apojlate, concluding they ought 
to be opprefs’d with Poifon, Sword, FIRE, Gunpow¬ 
der, and the like machinations ,as Stapleton faid,they 
account fuch Politicians in fome fenfe worfe than He-

Jefuits , yea 
andfo far by their learned Cardinal Peron (whom 
King James refuted) holding Kings may be depofed 
when the Tope feesCaufe, that rather than defert the 
Tenets he would chufe to burn ata flake; Tet fome 
of the Ignatian Society have in ftraits pretended to 
except and make Apologies to takeoff the 'odium :

to all Boo If fellers to Print any work, of our Fathers , 
without the Approbationof the Divines of our Society , 
and the Permijjion of our Superiors. This order was 
ratified by three Kings in France *, fo that our whole *Hen. hi. 
Body is refponfible for the Bookj of any one of our 
Fathers. This is a particular Priviledge of our Socie- Dmo.^oj 
ty, and thence it comes to pafs that there comes not kw.xui. 
<?»/work abroad, which proceeds not from the Spi- 
ritol the Society, fohe. Now when we find a very 
great number of their choiceft Scholars and moft ad¬ 
mired Dolors ftifly afferting upon the matter, the 
very fame Anti-magiflratical Principles , and that 
they are animated by one and the fame Jpirit , and 
that they do perfevere in their Opinions , not ex¬ 
punging them in many Authors, but approving them 
under the hands of three Superiors, when too, they 
are fevere in purging out and prohibiting contrary 
Tenets ( as particularly in the Venetian writings) ’tis 
but reafonable that thefe foremention'd (hould be 
charg’d upon them (who fohuga probable Opini¬ 
on,) as their avowed Principles. We can fee them 
quick enough (which argues their fetled fiery tem¬ 
per againft Princes, who do no favour them) if our 
Edw.

Mariana himfelfisfcarcely excepted, infomuchthat 
foon after there came out a Pamphlet in Englifh, 
PermiJJ'a Superiornm *, wherein the Author faid 
that P. Cotton , whether for modefty, brevity fake, 
orferving the time had left ^Mariana unguard¬ 
ed (how far was th is from renouncing his Do&rine !) 
adding, They are enemies of that Holy Name of J efus, 
that condemn Mariana for any fuch Doctrine : You 
fee how their Superiors allow them to affront the 
DetforsofSorbon , who condemn’d the Jefuits Prin¬ 
ciples in Marianas Book, and whatever they or any 
*£.171. ether fay 3gainflthe Ignatians , an Apologift*for 
them will evade the dint of the blow, for he will 
fay Mariana means a Tyrant and no King , and fuch

Donna Olimpia s tutoring venture to fay? but, Di- 
vine Providence which difpofeth his n??'//,appoints by 
his hands good men for the execution of Juftice : • 
therefore to fpeak ill of his Minijlers were to charge 
Divine Providence which had infpired his choice. 

This belief of the Pope concerning his Miniflers oc- 
cafion’d a Proteffant Count in Germany to tell his 
friend, I fee plainly it will one day be requifite to hold 
all the Popes Subjects for infallible , yet for all that, as 
pafquin faid of thelaft pope , Ad Galli cautum Petrus 
flevit amare. Both his Holinefs and the Jefuits Gene- 
ralijjtmo may be affraid ofa great King, fo that we 
may("3.) Rememberas a deferving Dotfor ("who 
fmartly chaftifed the Rhetoricating Apologijl for 
the Papifts the laffc yearj hath -truly obferv’d*. *Anfw to. 
’Twasfear of the King of France his dijfleafure , had 
procur’d a Decree from the fame hand , who for Love 
of the Dodrine had granted Licence a little before.

9. 1612. by fpecial order from this fame General 
Aquaviva,Jo. Alvarus Vifitor and Provincial of the 
Society of Jefus approves Suarez, book which con¬ 
tains the very fame Do&rine with Mariana’s. And 
when Santarells book de Schifmate came forth 
(though the Sorbonijls condemned it 1626. as they 
had done Swarez before) it had the Approbation of 
Mutius Vitelefeus his next fucceeding General, which 
cccafion’d the Court at ¥aris* to fend for their Je- 
f> 128.129. Justs there,-who gave them fuch an equivocating 
anfwer, thatfome oftheC^wrt/er/faid,G^<^ keep us 
from fuch Confeffors who have one Confcience at Rome, 
and another at Paris. The ftate order’d P. Cotton 
(who had put offtheKing before) to refute Santa- 
rell, or Anfwer an indictment of High Treafon, but 
he freed himfelf by a fudden death, being in perfect 
health before 5 or lome of his society took that 
pains for him: fo tenacious are the Ignatians of thefeu 
pernicious Principles, that they will not be beaten 
our of them j for though the general Affembly of 
the Gallican Bifhops had cenfur’d them 1642. for 
their maxims both againft: Morality and Policy, when 
they come to Apologize for their prder, the BiChops

The jefuits indeed fay *twas fit their Founder (hould 
be a Souldier, and I read the Priefts of Mars (*who 
Mythologifts fancy was too familiar with Vulcans 
Wife) were called i.e. FIRE -Bearers, or 

fuch as carryed FIRE : be fure the Jefuits are real¬ 
ly fuch,who take coals from the Altar , to FIRE the 
Temple and all about, both morally and mechanically, 
every where ftirring up Flames. Hiftory tranfmits 
their raging pratt ifes to us in eachrefpeftj yet we 
t are to conceive what they do artificially, 

as Ingineers in FIRE'^r^, is in a fubferviency to 
their MoralIncendies. 

§.2. And believe it,though they would engrols 
all reputation , they are upon Record for notorious 
Incendiaries both in their Ethical and Political capa¬ 
cities, more privately and publickly. Peter Jacridge 
fometime a confiderable Member of their Society , 
hath brought their particular Ethical and Oeconomi- 
calpraffifes upon the Scajfold, which they no other- 
wife anfreered than by direfting James Beauf to 
charge him with Sacriledge, which he notwithftand- 
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ing publifheth to be a Calumny , when all this while 
the charge he put in before the States-General , and 
that cloath’d with all circumftances of Perfon.r, * 

Names , Place , Manner , Affiociates, ftands ftill upon the 
File Printed, without any Anfwer to particularities : 
only afterward, they Trepan d him into fuch a Recan¬ 
tation in the general , that all who faw it might palpa¬ 
bly fmell a Rat, and perceive he was impos'd upon 
when gotten into their Clutches ,to deny that profor¬ 
ma, which with thegreateft profeflionof pncerety he 
had before fiontaneoufiy as well as folemnly affirm'd. 

Now fith the feveral matters of fa& reprefented with 
the individuating circumftances, are not hitherto 
anfwer'd, only the man himfelf rebuk’d, his Allega¬ 
tions not refuted 3 it is apparent to any unbiafs’d 
Reader ,the Jefuits are really guilty of thofe rapacious 
Enchantments, Antedates, and Coynings, Incontinen- 
cy and impurities in their vifits3 Venereal unclean- 
neffies,znd lafeivious villanies in their Itineraries, ob- 
feenities with Nuns in their Convents , ingratitude 
and exonerations, and the like burninglufts, againft 
all good Ethickj , and treafonable perpetrations , a- 
gainft all honejl Politick/ , as may be feen in the feve¬ 
ral Chapters of his Eflfl^with the Refutation of Jams 
Beauf. , both to be read in Englilh * 3 but I fhall make *Furtherdif- 
ufe of other Testimonies. 

§.3. ’Twerean eafie matter to fill up many Pa- print.1558. 
ges withinftances to evince, that as the Jefuits Do¬ 
ctrines are The Myfiery of Iniquity which already 
worketh *3 fo they themfelves are the workers of ini¬ 
quity * notorioufly, fuch as our Lord Jefus Chrifi 
will turn away from him, and caft into the fire: but

Th e Provofl, 
whofe St n was a Jefuit , and who was a great* inti¬ 
mate of the Jefuits , faid, This day the King is cither 
plainer hath a blow , which really was fo, when it 
might be faid as ’twas of Card, de Lugo *, who was 
by the Barberini of a Jefuit advanced to that digni¬ 
ty s when he declared himfelf againft them to be of 
the AuUrian party.* As ingrateful as a Jefuit'. for 
they did this when the King had ftrangely oblig’d 
them, not only by their Readmifli on, but taking F. 
Cotton for his Confejfor , conferring many favors upon 
them, as particularly (worth 100000. Crowns ) his 
Houfeat La l letch, which gives for its devices Ar¬ 
row, as another of their Houfes at Nola in Italy gives 
a Bow.

lpers’d, and threatn’d not to hold : the Prefies ftopt 
to the Protejiants whiles the Jefuits publilh’d infa¬ 
mous Libels againft them, an d clancularly inftigated 
the Ffeudo-Hujfites to Petition for tin alteration of 
*l<h§. 4 - 5 - the Ef ablifment*. Thefe things (together with 
the Jefuits forging of interdifts in the Tower at 
Prague , as if they had come from the Court at Vien¬ 
na ) did fo incenfe the states,thzt in May or June 
1618. theybanilh the Jefuits as enemies to the pub- 
lick peace, and Archite&s of all their troubles*, and 
therefore to be gone within eight dayes out of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia, alledging twelve Reafons for 
*Ai.c.4i- their Profcription * drawn from the Jefuits praUifes 
LucHil’ ever y where. And belike they left fome tokens of 
P^oo.Hofp. wickednefs behind them; when upon their going 
/,i8z. out of <prague was found much ammunition (as was 

* sn notei * above*) whereby they defign’d to have 
f blown up the Evangelical Churches* But the 

]efuits rage after this flame, by their putting on of 
Oil, was more enkindled againfl: the Bohemians 
who could have no favourable interpretation from 
Ferdinand ; but he having obtain’d affiftance from 
tihe Princes of the Holy League , comes with an Army 
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upon the Bohemians ('who hearing of Matthias his 
death had elefted Frederick_) and November 8. 

1620. by greater force beat them up to the walls of 
Prague, which fhortly furrendred, 3 nd with it the Li¬ 
berties of Cof l pel-prof ejj'ors in thofe Countreys. 

§. 4. Thefe Incendiaries were not left mifehie - 
voujly a&ive in the Marqifate of Moravia , where 
they had likewife been found guilty of tumults and 
blond , and vt hence eo nomine they were May 6. 1619. 
upon folemn deliberation by the Barons, Knights, 

&c. banifhed*. Asthey were alfo by a Decree da- *Luc.Hijl. 
ted the fame year aud moneth by the States out of 
Hungary, by reafonthat they had mov’d thereto Ip " 
put the Emperor upon making an unhandfome peace 
with the Turk. • that fo he might turn his Forces 
upon the Evangelical party (aufual prabfife) which 
the J efuits were more enraged againft then 
the Turky* , becaufe Mahomet anifm doth more agree * 1 
with the J efuits principles than the Cofpel doth, as 
may naturally be infer’d from what was laid in the 
former Chapter of this difeourfe. The Duke and 
State of the Auguttane Confeffion, made alfo a De¬ 
cree June 24 th. of the fame year, to baniJJ) them 
from Silefta by reafon of their inceffant treacherous 
praUifes,to bring all into confufton: upon which, 
foon after they were turn’d out of Briga , a great 
FIRE broke out, whereby 300. Houfes were con* 
fum’d ere it could be quench’d 3 but three of the 
I N C E N D I A RI E S being taken, confefs’d that 
they were Emifariesfe nt from the ]efuits in Poland , 
and that there were yet many more of them who by 
all the wayes they could, were to confume Silefta 
. with*

proje&s and pracfifes , the J efuits were 1590. 
likewife turn’d out of Pranfylvania , where by Clan- 
dejline Counfels and their intereft with his Brother 
in Poland^ they prevail'd with S. Eathor the Prince , 
p <5U-and * to violate a Covenant of peace, when the Nobles 
a fliort Treat, oppos’d it, and to purfue his Kindred unto death 
oflef.fecret andruine$ whereby he involv’d himfelf in an inex- 
pratties. tricable War, which loft him the Principalitre 3 and 
put an end to his life in a miferable Imprifonment. 
And when Stephen Potfcay, Vaivod 3 or Prince (who 
could n ot endure their bloudy Tenets) kept out 
thefe popijl) Janizaries 3 they took him away by 
* Lur H</? Toifon* they likewife plotted againft Gabriel Ba- 
p.614. ' ' thor 3 of whofe counfel was Baltbafor Komis , who 
had entertain’d into his Family a fubtle dilguifed Je- 
fuit, that labour’d with this great man, to move the 
Prince to reftore the J efuits and the Popifh Religi¬ 
on : which motion not being prevalent 3 he conceiv’d 
Treafon againft the Prince , and had drawn the 
CHAN CELOUR Bendis into the c plot 3 which 
the Prince having fecret intelligence of, diflembled 
the knowledge of it, only what he communicated to 
fomefew Confidents^ made (hew of going a hunt¬ 
ing, where he had before-hand laid a ftout and 
well accoultred Souldier in ambufh, invited the 
Confpirators with his Friends $ then the Tray tors 
thinking themfelves ftrong enough , one of them 
made a pals at the Prince with his Perjian Sword or 
Spear , but the Prince being in his Coach and pro¬ 
vided, leaps out on the other fide , mounts his 
Horfe, and by the Souldiers coming forth and his

When *H.eni 
‘Prague was furrendred ( asisfuid ia the precedent 
Paragraph. _) The 'jefuits mingled themfeives with 
the Souldiers, entred and routed out the Evange¬ 
lical parly there, as alfo in the Towns, and Villages, 
in the night drew men out of their beds, and with 
Clubs and riftols fet to their mouthes, &c. cruel 
means would force them to receive the Hojtj 
yea evenperfons of Quality were difturbedin their 
deep by thefe Jgnatians, who would come one after 
another, and never Jet them reft, to extort an Affent 
and Conjent to their Party , and that Learning might 
not profper ( unlefs employ’d to advance the Roman 
Capitol ) they fpoiled the Caroline Acadcmie near 
Prague, as they had done one at Vienna fometime 
before.

alleviated* j upon the complaint of fuch demand- » Eal 
ing performance of the promifes, the Jcfuits would perfecuec.tj.. 
anfvrcr, they muft deal with Here!ickj as with chil¬ 
dren, or madmen, give them fair promifes, till they 
had got a Knife or Sword out of their hands, with¬ 
out any regard of performance ( however by the 
way, I know no genuine Chrijlian prudence allows 
dealing fowith children, who are too often trained 

up 
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up to lye, by fuch a pra&ife) telling them they 
might content themfelves they had brought their 
fouls into a fafe Religion : but who that ufeth his 
reafon , fhall credit that Religion to be fafe, which 
allows men to be falfe to their words* The people 
of thefe Countreys upon this, complain’d of their 
horrible adulterating of Coins j their infamous Li - 
e, Ji. 43,4p. y e i s ^ anc j i n f 0 ie n t pictures: * but their Committee 
ofuniverfal Reformation (as they would name the

that conniv’d at their efcape .* as to inftance in one 
poor man, who lay on the ground with his faceup j 
they fill’d his mouth with Gunpowder) put FIRE to 
it, fo dilacerated his jaws, and pleas’d their devilifli 
s*!* 0, minds with this horrible Spectacle *.

Two fignal Inftances amonglt the relt ot the 

Lorolant notorious Praftifes in Fire-work., , are 
thofe at Pofnania and Cracow , threefcoie y ears 
ago when they were not arnv d to that height 
of skill in mifehief, as now : We find at Pofnanta 
May is. 1606. that three hundred of the lgna- 
tial Novices and Scholars, by the inftru&ons of 
fome superiourt of the Society, did draw others 
into a Confpiracy with them in the evening when 
bv force they made their Way into the Temple: 
when they elfily put to flight the Keepers and 
TheV*J, and after they had violently broken

:C«Ze lately Edifice was in a tot tone ^; 8 , 
turn’d into Afros, by reafon the FIRE raged l8s . 
fo the Citizens could not by any means ex- 
tinguilh it!. In the mean while, fome ofthem 
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run into the Hofpital, threw out the [ick. and 
lame by force, broke the Tables, Seats, Windows, 
partly dole away the flcl{_ folk* beds, and other 
neccjj'aries , and partly caft them about the 
iireets, in fuch an outragious manner, as nothing 
can parallel it ( but the conflagration of Lon- 
don :) Infomuch that the q>roteifants were forc’d 
to hear crmons in the Fields , where they went 
armed with Swords, and Spears, and Musquets 
to defend themfelves from violence. The Fa¬ 
thers of this Fiery Society think it a fufficient 
apology , that by meffengers they certified the 
King, thefe members of their Society were en* 
kindled with Zeal for the Roman Religion , which 
put them upon this attempt, fignifying (which 
was the fame with their threatning) that to avoid 
great troubles, ’twas beft to inhibit the rebuild¬ 
ing of the Temple, or Church, for they fear’d, if it 
was rebuilt, flammas evitarevix pojje, ’twas fcarce 
»Appatebant poffible it mould efcape the like FLAMES, 
effufae aliquot Again, at Cracow, the City where the Kings Seat is, 
^u^er^mul* the glory of the Kingdom , they were lo vexed 
tasurbispar- with the Jefuits, that - many, though Fapifls, faid 
tesfufas, feu t h e y had rather live amongft wild Beafts in the 
mbfmina- Woods, then amongft them *. For in a Confpi- 
bantur inter- racy , whereof the Jefuits were the Authors and 
♦NonReli- headers, they did by force of Arms break into 
giofaiftoha* that Houfe which remained theonely Monument 
bituinduti, c f Antiquity in the whole City granted to the 
Evangelical Minifters, or Lutherans by the King 
and his Counfel. FLAMES did apparently 
break out for fome dayet , which were fcatter- 
ed up and down through many parts of the City. 

Great 
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Great noife and clamours there were of mens car¬ 
rying out Spoils , amongft whom were the Fa¬ 
thers of the Society of Jefus i not cloathed with 
their Religious Habits, but with the OLD 
WORN cloathes of COUNTRY RUS¬ 
TIC K S left they (hould be known, (As he in 
the Frocks who fired the Papers in the ftudy, at 
the dreadful conflagration of London.JThe Jg •» 
natians can lay a.fide their Majefiick. Garb to do 
mifchief. The whole City ( faid that Voltfls 
perfon of Honour ) was in great danger to be de- 
ftroy’d, which was ever moft fafe before the com¬ 
ing of the Jefuits j who alfo raifed great tumults 
at Lublin fjarofiane^c, where their Colledges are 
Forts both to keep off, and entertain Souldiers 3 
into which they may have fuccour from abroad, 
and as the old Crucigers make dreadful Wars per¬ 
nicious to many places *. By fuch praffifes as 
thefe, the Jefuits occafioned the lofs of much to 
the Secedes under the mild King Sigifmond. 
Hereupon in the Counfel to the Nobles of Poland is 
fliew’d, that cherilhing of the Jefuits * was 
(i) contrary to the Government of the Kingdom *, 
becaufe of their fixed General at Rome , who is ufu- 
allya Spaniard^ and fends Spies into the Courts of 
other princes ,to promote the Vniverfal Monarchy 
of the Houfe ofAuflria : the Jefuits hawk not for 
Sparrotcs. (2^ They account that ‘Prince a Ty¬ 
rant > who falls out with the Pope, and incurs his 
difpleafure 5 and him an Heretic 4 , who any way 
dete&sthe Jefuits Arts and Stratagems , or does 
not obey them in all things* (Cave ps penna)’ Tls 
their Genius to defpife Laws ( faith the Counfeller 
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there ) and in Hungarie^ Auftria 3 Styrrta , Carin- 
thia , where Noblemen have been banifh’d 

their feats for not bowing to the Jefuits *, who 
fnarl at the Motion of for Religion , as a 

at a : other Fapijls (faith he ) have 

fuffer’d more in England , and elfewhere for 
their fakes. And then remembers (3 ) Their 
Aftivity and treacherous dexterity jn raifing 
troubles , witnefs (faith he there)lo[f Svrclhland 3 
afflicted France * tempted Scotland , confpiracies 
in England , the tragical end of many Nobles in 
Germany , the troubles in Venice , tumults in 
covie 3 diftreff’d Hungary , oppreff’d Styria, Ca- 
rinthia 3 Carniola , 8cc. To this purpofe ’tis argued 
in that noted Counfel given to the Nobles 1606. 
for the reftoring of peace;, and ejecting the Jeftt- 
jts , who got ftrength from the fcuncil of Trent 5 
that the putting in execution the Decrees oft hat 
Council , was the Fountain of all the Troubles in 
Europe * j and the favouring of the Jefuits , the 
AttTum fpi- corruption of the Polonian Clergy . Upon fuch 
ritumferunt a n account as this, ’tis we find another affirming 
that they at (Jracow and Pofnania , were not 
more dangerous Jefuits 'yn the Commonwealth than 
thofe little F O XES, going to and fro as ltine- 
rants through the Craggy Mountains, & tops of the 
dips , who bring forth ^ nd continually carry about 
the fpirit of new-found ARTS *. After this theje- 
fuits move new controverfies in the Vniverfty of 
Cracow 3 i 622 .whenthe\r Ignatius 8c Xavenm were 
enroll’d among their s.«»/r,wfiich converfe mod 
with infemall fpirits *. The Jefuits Provincial 
Fro&or Val. Rufcoxo reprotefts in June againft 
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the Universities Proteftvtion, unto which Repro- 
teftatjon they Anfvver at large , replying to their 
feveral Paragraphs in many particulars, fhevving 
that the Jefnits Reprotejlation was a falfe Libel 
uttered with Crocodoline tears $ to no other 
purpofe, than as if they defign’d to quench a 
tire by calling on Oil*, and that they would not ^ 
beimpofed upon by fuch Delujions to Celebrate ad.pfpi. 
their New Saints dayes: which with other trou¬ 
bles occaiion’d a complaint preffed with four 
Arguments 1 626- unto the Parliament at War¬ 
fare againft the JeJuits pernicious Counfels and 
PraftifeS) which ran outalfo as far as ALofcovie , 
where thefe Tgnatiansupon Bafils death created 
one Demetrius a Patron of theirs, the Great Duke, 
as if he had been Bajils ligitimateSon 5 whom they 
gottheKingof Poxvland to afljfh T he Mofco - 
vites aware of the Cheats grant hima part of the 
Dukedom , which when he came to pofleffej they 
faluted him as (he was) an Impoflor , and fell upon 
him, yet he wanting no cunning got again out 
of Prifon, and for a time domineer d> but when he 
was Jovial at his Nuptials , the Mofcovites acoft 
him inafurly manner, and put him with his P#- 
fifj attendants and many Jefuits to the Sword in 
his Palace *. But thefe tidings of Demetrius being 
thus flain, and the troubles oecafioning his death, * 
raifedin Irfofeovie, the. Jefuitical fadion (in P3- f 202 '' 
land') did for fome time folicitoufty labour to 
fupprefsand palliate ; left the full difeovery of the 
Truth fhould render their Arts more fufpefted by 
the Polanders : who otherwife, by reafon of the 
Power and inlolence of this fame Jefuitical h&’icn 
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in the Court 3 did fome while grievoufly tumul- 
tuate. 

§. 6. We may imagine from what is related, 
that the Jefuits are not lefs a&ive in playing 
pranks eliewhere: and we may hear they are 
turbulent even there where Religio Medici is 
predominant jfor the Vniverfity of Padua , by their 
delegate Cafar Cremon^ do complain to the States 
of Venice , of the Innovations and difturbances of 
the Jefuits under pretext of the Popes Pulls * 1591. 
Infomu'ch that the ftudents of Padua cry’d out, 
for as Jefuiit#, away with the Jefui&s, which oc- 
cafion’d the Senate of Venice to decree 23 . Decemb. 
that fame year, that the jefuits fhould read no 
Letfures unlefs among themfelves , and in nothing 
contradictory to th eipriviledges of the Vniverftty: 
* within a few years after, viz,. 1605. great Con- 
troverftes by the Jefuits kjndling are raifed be¬ 
twixt the Pope and the Venetians 3 whom,becaufe 
they would not recede from their righ /upon the 
]efuits accufation, Paul Vth. excommunicates. 
But May 6 . 1606. The Duke Leonard Donat ac- 
counts the excommunication only brutum fulmen, 
a beating of the Air without Authority and Law 3 
he and the<?r»rf/e-(which confifts of 180. Sena¬ 
tors') affert their own Supremacy within their own 
Jurisdiction , decreeing the excommunication 
Null*. The Jefuits would in no wife ("as other 
Ecclefiajlickj did) conform to this determination 
of th estate, but oppofed it, and therefore are 
commanded to depart, May <yth. Whereupon they 
infinuate with filly women and get their moneys, 
andfopafs away privately by water about two 
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of the clochjn the night. And to evidence how 
much the people of Venice detefted their enor¬ 
mous pra&ifes, when their Superior (wholaft of 
all entred the Barque ) demanded Benediction of 
the Patriarchs Vicar, the multitude cryed out 
in their Italian language, Ande in mall hora 
Get ye gone with a Vengeance, or in the Devils 
name. But left infiruments of founding Meitals■ 
and Coyning behind them: which F. P sjftvive 
wrote from Ferrara, were to make their Caps or 
Baretas and fo caufed laughter at his Apology. 
Upon their removall they calumniated the Vene¬ 
tians, calling the Common-wealth Lutheran and 
Tyrannical , and caufing all to fucceed ill with 
the Venetian Ambafiadorin the Courts of Spain and 
Poland, &c. yet this did not affright the Senate, 
who again decreed June 1 4. 1606. That whereas 
the Jefuits for the kindnefs and favors ftiew’d to 
them (alas! ’tis their property J rendred them- 
felves moft ungrateful and injurious toth a Com¬ 
mon-wealth, and continued intolerably trouble- 
fome and infolent, feeking all occafions to offend 
the Republic 4 5 they Ihould nevermore be recei¬ 
ved into any of the Venetian Territories , nor 
Ihould this Decree ever be revoked, unlefs upon 
frji having read the whole Procels againftthem 
in full Senate , the Ihould give fuffrage for 
their Revocation. And fo unanimous were the 
Senators \n this Decree, that it pafs’d neminc con- 
tradicente: upon the ferutiny a partin fo great a 
number there was not found any one differing. - 
In which alfothey were well fixed, for Augujl 
18th, They publifh another Decree, that none 
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under their Jurisdiction {hou)d prefume to enter¬ 
tain any Jefuits, or fend their Children to them, 
fub p<ena irremijjibrli,under an unpardonable pe- 
nalty of Proscription *. Afterwards when the 
Pope came to terms with the Venetians, the Jo. 
[nits labour’d might and main to have their Re- 
adntijjion included in the Articles of P eace betwixt 
that State and the Pope. But the Venetians then 
{food upon juftification of their own Att , and 
would not yield : Whereupon in April 1607. 
the jefuits Print their complaints (cauflefs e- 
nough) and fend them in feveral Languages to 
Ho/p./,181. b. the Emperours Court to Prague, Poland and 
elfewhere, alledging that the Venetians were not 
only greatly tainted with Herefie, but they had 
fo affronted the Court of Rome , that the wound 
grew daily more incurable,and would break forth 
into an open war. That theF^pedid much injure 
himfelfin permitting thofe who had always been 
the Prime in obeying of him, for this very caufe to 
be expofed to contempt all the world over amongft 
’ Tapifts andProteJlants , and punifh’d with a perpe¬ 

tual banijhment and a privation of their goods, and 
that this would much prejudice the Popes Authori¬ 
ty. , flth he could thenceforth publfth no Inter ditt 
fo as it would be valid : for when ’twas feen tha/t 
thofe who for their obcdienceftiould be rewarded, 
were greatly punilh’d, no Ecclefiaftical perfon 
would obey him , and that the Jefuits who 
in all Rebellions (as they call the Venetians 
ffanding upon their juft Right) had been faithful, 
would be difeouraged : and therefore upon the 
whole matter conclude., what a fcandal it would 

be 
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be to the Court of Rome if chey were not re-admitted ||. But II Id. 6 \2. 
when they found this device lucceflefs, then meditating Re¬ 
venge, they fell to work in their proper Trade , and hired four 
Rafcals, whereof one was a Prieji (of their Order you may 
imagine, vertually at leaf!) who were the Affaffmes that fet 
upon that gallant man Padre Paul:] whom, while it was 
dusk, they left for Dead , wounded ; running away for their 
own fecurity ; but he being, upon the noife, lookt afterj and 
carried home ; by the help of good Chyrurgions, was preferved 
Alive ||: they who would fee more of this affair in thofe {! Id. ^43. 
dayes, may confult the famous Writings of this PadrePaul, 
and others againft the two Eminent Cardinal Jesuits, Barro- 
rim and Bellarmine: whofe books and the Popes Interdicts 
could never prevail to relax that Lav made againft the 
Jefuits for Fifty Tears together, till 1657. that the Venetians 
being in ftraits, greatly affli&ed by the Turks , yeilded to the 
Perfwafions of the Pepe, that they would abolifh the Decree 
of banishment, and again admit the Jefuits, and they fhould 
receive from the Pope, Souldiers,Monies,Navy, and all things 
neceffary againft the %urks*- So the Venetians are con- * Hen. Kipp , 1 
ftrain’d to fuffer thofe to come in amongft them, whom they Append, ad

§, 7. What the King of Spain cannot do by his Amy, that 
the Popes Januaries attempt to do for him by Affajftnation. 

In ?,elgio about the beginning of May 1584. the Furies help 
the Duke of Parma to one B althafar Gerrard, called Serac, who 
came to Velph in Holland, when William Prince of Orange
